Tbo amount «t taik indnlged ia 
over the army bill in Uouie ind Sen* 
ate it lomething really enormoni, at 
any one will be prepared to certifv 
who baa seen Ibe Cungreiilonal Rto- 
ord every day for three weekt paiL 
Streams of eloquence and rhetoric of 
every degree and quality have flown 
as freely as Ihe waters of a great 
flood ; but to the patient liitner and 
reader, who knew long ago how eve- 
ry vote would bo cast, the thing hai 
grown monotonous. It waiabrolh- 
er of lhat eminent jurist in tlie Senate 
from Vermont, who, sitting ts Jadgo 
li^a case afflicted wilh long-wludrd 
counsel, rose and siild : "When yon 
gentlemen get through wilh vear 
speeches, you will find my decision 
in this drawer. The court is going 
to dinner." The closing aspect of 
this discussion in the Senate reminds 
one oflliis anecdute. The speeches 
may bo ever so good, and many aro 
oxreedingly able ; but when Ibey go 
nver'the precise ground to cZhaUI. 
lively cauvHssed in Ibe Home, it la 
lini'd tn avoid tho couvi9lion that it 
would be Just as well lo cut it short. 
.Tudgo Davis came nearer reviving 
the Interest of dally listeners tban any 
other Senator this week. His ahort 
ipoecb irat a surprise (o (he Republi- 
eant, who had been lud to believe llitt 
he would occupy, half way ground 
and advocate a compromUe. Inalead 
of lhat, ba went at far as any Demo- , 
crnt in Insisllngtliat the objecdennble 
clause should le repealed^ and in rid- 
iculing the absurd cry of revolution. 
Mr. Blaine, apparently anticipating at 
least a crumb of comfort from lha 
Judge, look hia scat immediately in 
rront ot (ho latter, and looked right 
up inlo hii fhee. When in theeonrso 
of bis speech.aflerbavlng condemned 
sectional strife. Judge Davis said thut 
between Ihe sections, and that none 
bnt those who put parir above m- , 
Irlotiim, and who were leckiug (o do ' . 
harm, opened np (he pas(, be stop|>e<l 
for an lualant and looked squarely 
and very tiiggosllvely down Inlo Mr. 
Blaine's face. 

Probably no man living has a bet- 
ter warrant lo apeak for Abraham 
Lincoln then Jndge Davit, and there 
It not a particle or doubt that.Ihe dec- 
laration made by Ulm (hat; if Mr. 
Lincoln wcro Alive, ho would heartily 
favor the repeal of inch war maat- 
nres as suihnrlisd Ibe lalerrerenre 
of the army, or any o(her Federal at • 
Ihorily. with eleciiont. Is absolutely 
true. The ran'.ing of Black Jack 
Logan In taking exceptions to what 
he said, annoyed Judge Davit very 
much, and lie made no effort to eon- 
real It. He tried to avoid any dif 
cuatlon with Login, tnd iven went 
so far tt lo ignore him for t time, but 
the tatter made himaelf to obnoxioiia 
that the Judge waa obliged to ahnt 
him np. He objected to Mr. Davis 
aaaertlon Ihtt (hire wit peico in ill 
(he land, tnd thai (he laws were obey- 
ed alike North and South. To con- 
trovert this he read from Ihe last re- 
port of Ihe Revenue ('ommlttionor 
flgurot showing thit a thoniond or 
so more arrettt for revenue fAodt 
were made laat year in tha Soi^th 
than in tho Norlli. Judge Dtvia rk- 
plied lhat that was no indication of a 
lawlesi spirit, its Ihe entlrt South 
wat not reiponsible lor violations of 
law oomnfltfA In the mountaini of 
one or two States. Logan persisttd. 
aud flnally the Jndge tartly replied 
that he knew there were numerona 
violtilons of the revenue tawa In 
Illinois, snd all over tlie North, wiwio 
illirit distilling and smuggling wpw 
going OB all the lime. He bad no 
doubt Ine revenue ofllclalt were much 
more energetic In hunllng out frandi 
In (be Sooth. John A. Logan ought 
lo be Ibe last man to (nlk about vio- 
latlontofthe inicmal revenue law*, 
lie o wet bit preieni potiUoa ta'lbo 
Senale to the fiot that, during Oranl't 
term, ho conld jtrk a whisky (hitf 
out from under a charge, Indictment 
or sentence, quicker than all the law-- 
vers tn nil the Stitea or Ihe Union. 
He knowt very well, ii!£>, that the 
Government wat dtfraudcd out of 
more money in Illinois during lha 
eight years or Grnnl's preside acy snd 
Ail Senatorsbip, tban In all the toulh- 
ern Stiles put together. 

All talk of a short session has van- 
ished, and the fiood-gatei of general 
leglilallon were thrown wide open 
last Monday, when nearlv fourtttT! 
hundred billi— 1,38&. to be exact— 
were Introduced. Tho Republican

Very 
low war clalmt were offered, bn(, on

(o cut off such legiiltilon were pre- 
s«n(ed. About 90 per cent, of lha 
billi Introdnced were before Iho laat 
Congress, and had either been defeat - 
ad nr failed of ac(ion. There were 
175 financial meaauret in (he number, 
and about 2S or 80 proposing changea 
In the revenue lawt,etpectnlly as they 
relate to (obaeeo and liquors. The 
Inbarco dealers, I undersiaud, am 
working (o get through a moaiura 
giving A rebate of eighty centf per 
pound (o dealers on oil slock oa Wui 
May 1, in coniequence of a rediiclloh 
nfthelVx.
